London, Oct. 5.—The bold inva- 


sion of Bulgaria by Rumanian troops 
which crossed 
the 
Danube near 


Rahova in the rear of the main bat- 
tle line in Dobrudja has ended most 
disastrously for the 
invaders 
ac- 


cording to Sofia, their force being 
scattered and virtually wiped out. 


To combat the Rumanians, who 


apparently were from 12,000 to 16,- 
000 strong, but declared to be with- 
out artillery, the Bulgarians 
sent 
troops from Rustchuk and Turtukai 
on either side of the point of cross- 
ing. Caught between the two forces, 
the Rumanians are said to 
have 


made for the pontoon bridge -which 
they found destroyed by Austrian 
monitors. 


Berlin's announcement says that 


the invading force broke in disorder 
and that yesterday the 
Bulgarians 


were engaged in completing its de- 
struction. 
Regarding the operations along 


the Dobrudja front south of Tcherna 
Voda-Constanza 
railways, the cur- 
rent Sofia statement reports the re- 
pulse of all Russian and Rumanian 
attempts to advance. Bucharest has 
claimed substantial 
progress 
with 


these attacks near the center and to- 
ward the Black Sea coast and yester- 
day reported the 
capture of 
more 
than 1.000 prisoners and seven guns 
from Field Marshal von Mackensen's 
forces.

current Bulgarian

statement deals with the situation 
in the Monastir district only in a 
general way but declares the Serb- 
ians along the line to the east were 
foiled in attempts to advance in the 
Mogler.ica valley near Strupino. A 
repulse for the British beyond the 
Struma on the eastern flank of the 
battle front also is reported. 


EXPRESS CRUSHES 


CATTLE TRAIN; TWO 


MEN ARE KILLED

Altoona, Pa., Oct. 5.—Two men 


were probably killed, an engineman 
was seriously scalded and a dozen 
mail clerks and passengers were 
more or less injured 
early 
today 


when the Mercantile Express on the 
Pennsylvania railroad between Pitts- 
burgh and New York crashed into 
the rear of a stock train at the West 
End of the Lewistown yards. 
The 
tracks 'were blocked for more than 
four hours. 
The freight train crumpled 
and 


four cabin cars and three stock cars 
were •strewn across the tracks com- 
pletely blocking traffic. 
Almost in- 
stantly fire broke out in the wreck- 
age and while rescuers were taking 
the engineman from 
his 
crushed 


engine where he had been seriously 
scalded, others were trying to extin- 
guish the flames. 
Many of the passengers assisted 


in the work when it became known 
that Conductor Eithelberger and a 
drover were missing and were 
be- 


lieved to be burning up in the wreck, 
but their efforts availed little as the 
cars burned fiercely. 
No less than 


a dozen of the passengers had been 
injured when the trains struck but 
none seriously. 


One track 
was 
finally cleared 


shortly before six o'clock 
and the 


fire was finally extinguished 
but 


the bodies of the missing men had 
not been recovered an hour after- 
wards.

St. Louis, Oct. 5.—Fire today de- 


stroyed the main building of Chris- 
tian Brothers' College here. 
Two 


aged members of the college faculty 
are missing and are believed to have 
perished and an assistant" nurse who 
jumped from an upper window was 
seriously hurt. 
The two missing faculty members 


are Brother Cormac, 93 years old 
and Brother Clement, 72 years old 
Their room was on the fifth floor 
of the infirmary which was swept 
by the fire. It is believed neither 
could have escaped. 


The assistant nurse who was in- 


jured 
was 
Lewis 
Nolean, 
who 


jumped from a fifth story window in 
the 
infirmary, 
as firemen were 


climbing ladders to rescue him. His 
injuries may prove fatal. 


The fire was discovered by the 


college registrar as he was walking 
upstairs to the room where Broth- 
ers Cormac and Clement were being 
attended by Nolean. 
The registrar 


saw flames creeping across the fifth 
Boor. 'He gave the alarm. 


Students gathered on the campus 


and saw Nolean climb to the window 
sill and leap. 
The building destroyed was a six 


story structure. 
Apparently the fire 


started on the fourth or fifth floor 
near the elevator shaft and spread 
quickly. 
About noon the fourth floor of the 


milding collapsed and seven to 20 
iremen plunged to 
the 
basement. 


Three were taken out badly injuied. 
Others are in the wreckage. 


The central section of the 
main 


college building was destroyed. The 
oss is

dOO.OOO. 
Later three more injured 
were 


aken from the wreckage, making 
six injujred.
